ITe hu therefore foe leveral yeara. In order to main- 
tain hia independence, been induetrtotiily employed in 
collecting and fahriciting arm. and monltiona of war, 
and io diaaiplininjr the Mormnna far military lervice. 
Aa loperintendent of Indian inTaln, he bu had an 
opportunity of tampering, wlib the Indian trtbea, and 
roceitlng their hostile rVelinga ajrainit tbe United 
Viatel. Thia, aeoordlng to our infortnilion, he baa 
aeeompliahed in regard to i ime of the** tTibee, while 
othenhave reTtained true to their atlegianoe and have 
eommunioated hii intrigue* to our Indian agent!. He 
baa laid In a stove nf pjuviilon. for three yelri. whteh 
in erne of necc.ity, as he informed Major Van Vllet, 
he will conceal, "and then lake to ihe mountain!, 
and hid denanee to all tha poiren of the Oovera. 

A (reitpsrtnf all this may be idle boislfnn ; but yet 
no wiso Government will liebily Mtimite the effortj 
which may be In.nired by snob fremled fanmiiciim aa 
eiista ameng the Mormon, in Utah, Thia la the Srai 
tobelHon whirh hu eiisted in our terHIorie*. end 
Kumaoily it4elf require* that we should pot it down 
in such a manner that it ehiM he the loat. To trifle 
wlrh it would b? lo encourage It and to render it for- 
midable. We oiurhl lo go there with such an 
impo.in, force is to convince ibeae deluded 
people thst resis'ance would be In vain, and 
thus unaro the rnualnn of blood. We can In 
IbLv manner brat convince them that we are .heir 
friend., not their enemies. In order to accomplish 
this abject it will he neceaairy, accordine. to the eatl- 
m.te of the Wnr department, to raise four sldiiional 
regimen's : and this I esmesfly recommend to Con- 
greas.

M'ow, if a mllltavy road over our 
own territories be Indispensably nee entry to enable us 
to meet ind repel the invader, it follow! u i necessity 
conseqiience not only thit we posiesi the 
power, but It ia our imperative duty to con- 
atruct such a void. It would bo an abetirdlty to 
inveal n fiovemment with the unlimited power to 
make and: oonduet war, md at the lame time deny to 
it the only mesns of reichiug and defeating tbe enemy 
it the frontier. Without such a road it i. ouite evi- 
dent we cmnot "protect" Cilifornia and our PioiSc 
posseaaioiis " sialnst invasion," We citinot by any 
other meana transport men and munition! of wir from 
the Atlinlie «litn in sumclent time incseufnlly to 
defied tbue remote ind distant portion* of the re- 
public. 

Experience has proved thit the route! icroai the 
Iilhmiii olOntval America ore it beat but a very un- 
certain and unreliable mode of common iaation. But 
even if this were not the case they would it onoe be 
Closed against us in the event of war wilh a nival 
power ao muoh atronger than our own sa to enable it to 
blockide ihe porta it either end of thee* rootei. After 
all, theref,>re, we em only rely upon a military rotd 
through our own territories ; end ever since the origin 
of the f internment Congress has been in the practice 
of appropriating money from tha public treasury for 
the construction of such roads. 

The difficulties and tbe expense of constructing a 
military railroad lo connect onr Atlantic snd Paoiuc 
MUtee have been greatly exaggerated. The dlitanoe 
on the Arlsona route near the 32nd parallel of 
norlh litjtuJe, between the weileru boundiry 
of T.to on the Rio fjrande and tbe eastern 
boundary of Califoetiii on the Colorado, from the beat 
exploration! now within our knowledge, does not ex- 
ceed 470 miles, md the face of tbe country ii, in the 
main, favourable. For obvious reasons the Qovern- 
taent onght not lo undertake tbe wmk itself by means 
of lie own igente. Thle ought to be committed to 
other Igencies, which Congress might assist either by 
grants of land or money, or by both, upon auoh termi 
and Conditions a. they may deem moat beneficial for 
the country. Provision might thus be made not only 
for the life, rapid, ^ and economical triniportatinn of 
trrt ?i PH ^ monitions of wsr, hut alio of ihe public 
Willi. The commercisl interest! of the whole country 
both east lad wait, „nuld he greatly promoted by 
loab ■ road, ind, iboyo ill, it would be a powerful ad. 
dltloml bond of anion. And although Jvintagei of 
thii kind, whether postil. commercial, or political, 
cannot confer oonsrituiionit power, yet they may fur- 
nlah auillliiry arguments in fs.otir of ■ 
work which, in my judgment, la " 
within the war-making power. 

For these reason* I commend to the rriendly oonii- 
der^Lton of Congress tbe luhjeet of the facinc Rail- 
road, wi hout finally committing invself to anv 
pirticular mute. a *

and returning nothing valuable— if the spirit 
of the last twdrc months had been one 
of adventure, and if a system of accommo- 
dation bad complicated the sound part* of our 
commercial system with the weak and treach- 
ciou* — a shock would have been productive of 
much commercial ruin. The impression, how- 
ever, ha* hern — wa», and *tUl is— lliat for the 
money w* owe we have money's worth ; that the 
outlay for colonial improvement!, though eome> 
what in advance of colonial resources are not 
greatly eo, that » few yean ot even i few month* 
may enable ua so to distribute the exceaaive 
pressure as to avoid any disastrous conse- 
quences, and that with the wool and gold, the 
oil, the tallow, and other product*, we need not 
be afraid of the future. Insolvencies, 
no doubt there ate, some merely 
•uch aa mutt occur whenever U>« 
system of diacounts is inleriupied. Had when, 
consequently, the trader cannot meet bis accept- 
ances. He bdH good* in hi* etore ; he has. book 
debt* in his ledger ; he hua bill* in bit eaah- 
bo*— but theae avail not to meet a, liability 
accruing at a particular moment, and thue 
though perfectly sound in bis tHair* he rruy be 
obliged to r.ct aa if substantially insolvent. 
There are others who hare taken advantage of 
the excuse of a mooettry convulsion to tbtow 
their affairs Into the hands o( their creditors. 
They ate insolvent now; they ware insolvent 
heretofore. The last few montba hsve only dis- 
closed their condition, not created ii. 
If we except theae example* the mer- 
cantile *U1« of this colony in anything 
but discouraging. The newa from Hnglind 
should animate our merchant* and trader* to 
face the difficulties which may yet arhe before 
the crisis ah all entirely pais. It i* in their 
power to preserve their property up to the 
standard of it* intrinsic worth, or it it in their 
power to depreciate the commuiitiaa in their 
stores lo their own and iha common detriment, 

Nothing will impress tu ao powerfully with 
the great advantage* of quick communication 
and complete organization in the mercantile 
worH, a» the history of tbis commercial crisia. 
The rapid diffusion of embarrassment was 
followed by a* quick an eipoaition of its ina me- 
diate causes and loctl pressure, and by i 
prompt transmission of relief. Th* wealth of 
one part of the world turned towards the chan- 
nel* where it flat tttj'titoi; and in some 
instance a there was a skilful union of national 
CMilit and private resource* to check the disas- 
ters so sudden, and at one time so alarming. 
There is, perh.ps, reason to fear that the inter- 
position of government* to succour commerce 
will, i..j- its success in this instance, degenerate 
into a dangerous precedent— that * remedy so 
ready at hand may be loo frequently uacd ; and 
thus uKreaja the very mischief which it ia in- 
temled to assuage. However thia mty bo, it is 
quite clear that great benefit did arise from 
the relaxation of the Bank Chuter, and from 
the Government assistance afforded in Ham- 
bro' to tho vast system of commerce which 
centres there. Bat, although the monetary 
difficulties of England have been so successfully 
mattered the srt (in ufii during Interests are suffer' 
ing from depression ; and, in c03*equenoc, 
multitude* are out of employ or earn but trifling 
wages. In the depth of winter, this ia a great 
calamity- A time of manufacturing diatreia is 
a time of immense demoralisation. 

We should not wonder if the in rigors I ion of 
monetary confidence prove to Mr. Rosin 
Ca.fi r-BELi. a - better resource than 
all bis genius a* * flnwcW- W* 
have heard of some funny expedienti to re- 
plenish the Treitury; unfortunately so much 
above the higb»water mark of colonial cash- It 
strongly reminds us of the African engineers 
mentioned by LtvsnsToSK, who out aluicea 
from a river to the ,up of a hilL Reviving- con- 
fidence will, hdwerjr, increase our revenues ; 
it will release a quantity of capit al locked up to 
guard against contingencies, which may become, 
by and by, ao remote aa to be no Innger formi- 
dable. Whenever this shall prove true, our sil 
percent. Eiclirqucr Bills will become readily 
j saleable — a large interest— sufficient for ordi- 
nary times; eitravagant when capital ia redun- 
dant, and only inadequate when, a* lately, th* 
whole world was obliged to go borrowing. 



The commanding poaition which th* United 
States of America have readied among the 
nsiions of the world i* amply tlluatmted by the 
eagerness with which a Piendent'a Message is 
looked for. What the potentates of many Con- 
tinental kingdom* may aay ha* become of far 
leal importance to the world than what the tem- 
porary ruler of the million* of America proposes 
to do. The first a vowel of Mr. Buchahah'i 
policy has been awaited with especial curiosity. 
He wsa elected after one of the aeverast 
struggles on record, and comet into power at a 
time when the internal and foreign relations 
of the States are peculiarly exciting. 
Hi* address is lengthy, of course, 
not only io *ccordance with custom, but partly 
from necessity, Tor a President's address is 
a defence a* well as an eipoaition of polity. 
Yet it i* not diffuse or weak; and been the 
stomp of a vigorous and determined mind. 

He commences hi* addraa* try a reference to 
(he financial condition of the country. There were 
no visitations of Providence to deplore. Nature 
had been bountiful, harvest* had been plentiful, 
and crops saleable at a high price. Yet lb* 
whole country wt* prostrate in financial ruin, 
and the Government pinched for money. Ha-

Bui he consider* tb* evil of an un- 
restricted paper currency to be aa 
gnat, that rather than s*e It continue h* 
would prefer to see the privilege of iuuine- not*, 
taken «w*, altogether, and th* bank* oontned 
to the business of deposit* ud discounts. The 
Bank of England keeps gold equal in value to 
one-th«d of it* unbiiitiei, though its notes are 
scattered all over the continent, and * sudden 
demand for the convertibility of them *I| could 
hardly arise. Yet the United States Berks 
which are mostly so local in Heir rang* of opera- 
tion, that a case of a run nearly the whole of 
their issue might be preaaed upon them in* very 
abort space of time, do not keen on an 
average an amount or gold equal to 
ona-aeventh of their combined denotit* 
and emulation. To remedy this fa* 
proposes that the denomination of bank notes 
•hould be raised to twenty, and ultimately to 
fifty dollaii; that banks should be compelled 
to keep nne-third of their liabilities in tnecie - 
that they -hould publish a w«kly account of 
their condmon; and that the suspension of * 
bank should be it* civil death. These regula- 
tions, he thinks, would diminish excessive 
issues, and chock dangerous discount*. Mean- 
while, to .void, if possible, the necessity of a 
loan, he proposes to knock off all public work* 
that can he dispensed with, and to issue treasury 
notes, if necessary, to the extent of twenty mil- 
lions of defers. The Government keep* It* own 
stow in hard catfa, and not at a bank, and has 
not been directly embarrassed., therefore, by 
the anapeniion*. Bat the Customs revenue ha* 
fallen off while the appropriations or last year 
hsd bean unnecessarily extravagant. Henca the 
neceesity for retrenchment. 

The PmiDtm acknowledge* the deairable- 
ness of peaceful relation* with England, yet 
remark* that there is always son* irritating 
queation of diplomacy between them. Thi* 
lead* him at once to the CLaT»o*hBTJLvri:» 
treaty — * tre <ty by which both conn trie* bonod 
themselves not to colonise or fortify any portion 
of Central America. As soon as this agree - 
ment was made, both parties began immediately 
to dispute a* to it* meaning. Great Britain 
averred that it did not require the abandon- 
ment of .listing possessions, tut only an 
abstinence from encroachment, America on 
the other hand maintain* that the treaty implies 
that Great Britain shaul i give up all it* claims 
on Honduraa, If, however, thi* had been really 
m cum, nothing would have been simpler than to 
have said to in as many word*, and the absence 
of any such express stipulation is an indirect 
proof that it <*at not intended. Th* interpreta- 
tion of the treaty being thus disputed, Mr. 
Buckaka* recommend i i« abrogation, and 
that a new one thiuld be made on the basis of 
the American understanding. On no other 
batis, indeed, is he willing to treat. If Great 
Britain will com* round to the American view, 
b* is quite prepared to be amicable ; 
bnt if not, thing* may take their court*. 
He i* evidently not at all alarmed at th* pos- 
sible issue of unsuccessful negociattoas. Though 
there i. not a word of warlike braggadocio in 
the speech, surb as President Pixacx- delighted 
in, yet then ia the more significant fact of 
military and naval nreparilions recommended. 
Pressed as the Government is for ready money, 
he decline* to stop any of the fortifications in 
progress, A fleet of small war steamers of light 
draught is alluded to** necessary for the protec- 
tion of the bar. mouthed rivers to the south a 

counterpoise evidently to th* mosquito Sect thit 
Great Britain in it* recant straggle hu 
scquind. Four new regiments ei* to be 
added to the army, nominally to overawe the 
Mormons, but they will be equally available for 
any other purpose, Mr. BticnanA* alto lays 
great stress on the necessity for a railroad to 
th* Pacific, in order to put the West Coast in a 
condition of defence in case of a war with 
maritime power stronger thin Amelia*. It it 
cletrly hie object to have the republican territory 
in good defensive order. Perhapi he fort*** 
that th* manifsst destiny" of hit country It 
opposed to th* " traditionary policy 1 ' of some 
other countries, and that aooner or later theie 
will have to be a fight for it, and ha it anxiout 
to he ready for trie crisis, whsnsvei it may 
come. 

The Pacific railroad is represented, aa not so 
formidable a task a* soma ban imagined. The 
southern route from the Rio Grande to the 
Colorado, i* only 470 mite* in length, through 
a country mostly favourable, and that it not 
much considering what ha* been already done 
in America. 

Into the Kansas question he gos. at some 
length, thuugh he rather effect! to disparage it* 
importance. He recognises the validity of the 
Lecompton Convention, and by implication 
blames the free soil party for ahstalning from 
th* cxerdte of the franchise. He admit* 
that th* representative system even 
under the purest democracy dost not tlway* re - 
iul( in real representation, since- the majority of 
representatives sometime* differ from th* majo- 
rity of the people. And, therefore, h* wtihe* 
that the whole Constitution of Kansas as framed 
by the Convention had besn submitted for ap- 
proval to (he direct vote of the people. But the 
slavery queation is to be so submitted, and that 
he consider* will be sufficient, a* in other re- 
«pects the Constitution ii built on th* regular 
democratic pattern. The issue of " slavery" or 
" no slavery' ' It to be put, therefore, definitely 
to the vote. If the free soilers exerci** the 
franchise end are in a majority— at they an 
■lid to be— then Kansas will be admitted to the 
Union a, a free itate, and the struggle wilt be 
at an end. But if a* heretofore, they at* de- 
terred from voting, or abstain through Tear of 
violence, or fraud ia practised on the ballot 
boiet. then Kansas may be declared a s la-re 
State, and th* feud between the two parties wilt 
be chronic.

London, January fdth. 
Arm a year of gloomy portent, 1358 dawns 
upon a somswhit brighter prospect, Ths past 
year has, indeed, added a moat eventrul chanter 
to tie national history. Few jeer, have been 
so fruitful in gnat and stirring accidents, and 
of none, perhaps, could the odium have been 
so Iitil* antieipited. It hat been a period full 
of rebuke to our political wisdom, and of con- 
fusion to til the calculations of our atateamanihin 
It* beginning and end are in utterly unlike as 
scarcely to teem like portion* of one and ths 
same year. Opening with peace, it suddenly 
plunged into the darkest honors of blood and 
war, to emerge one* more in triumph and glory 
a* great and unexpected a* the pre 
viout humiliation. In January we wen 
occupied _ with the settlement of 
ths last difference left over from the Russian 
war. In December we were rejoicing over the 
final dc feat of our o un sepoy s in their latt strong- 
hold*. In the interval, we hid pissed through 
a Persian war, a Chinees difficulty, a Ministerial 
crisis, and a gre.t monetary and commercul de- 
p [ o 8 a i oa , 

As Itttk could Mr. Cobden foresee that his 
defeat of Minister* in th. affair of th. lord,. 
Arrow would lead to hi* own utter confmion, 
and the absolute supremacy of Lord Palmeriton, 
a* Lord Palmarston that hit Chin* army would 
be the salvation of India. The fines squabbles 
about Sir John Rowriug and Commissioner Yah, 
in the .pring of last year, have a most ludicrous 
appearance by th* side of the momentou* drama, 
which has tint* been enacted. For thia occasion 
we had the farce before th* tragedy, and It 
is euriout lo recall the feeling! 
of violent excitement into which we fell in all 
that comic business. It it difficult to believe 
that so lately at April latt— w*ien the first overt 
*«t of th* Indiin mutiny had already beru com- 
mitted—this country was thinking of nothing 
but of Csmmiatloner Yeb, the Arrow, and Bit 
John Bowring. Of course neitiitr Mr, Cohderi 
nor Lard Ptlmecston could be supposed to fore - 
see how much greater in event w*a then in the 
womb than the bom bird ment of Cm ton ; but 
Mr, Gladstone's fierce and foaming eloquence in 
favour of the Chinese barbarians must ho con- 
sidered aa one of the least happy rsmembriuces 
of a year which is remarkable for the mo*t 
horrible and consistent ou'burtt of Eastern 
harbarist igainat humanity that the world has 
yet witnessed. 

The war with Persia is another standing 
rebuke to our political wisdom. Bo careful 
were we for the safety of India, th.it we muat 
need* go to war for the preservation of a city 
eight hundred miles from our frontier, and yet 
wa could overlook the infinitely greater peril to 
which we were const in'ly exposed tt home. 
W* fought with Perfia thst Kuatia might not 
have Herat ; ud yet we did not scrupla to give 
up Delhi, the capital of India, to the keeping of 
an *Uen soldiery. We Here patching U? a 
neighbour* will egainst thieve*, while the 
rogues were already at work in our own house. 
At thi* distance of time the Persian expedition 
appear* the purest infatuation j yet thi scheme 
had much lo justify it, and it even now 
tcucely to be condemned. Assuming 
that our Indian Empire was most exposed to 
danger from a foreign enemy, ud that enemy 
Kutsia, th* independence of Herat, which 
lays on the only path to India, wa* necessarily 
an object of iatereat to England. It may be 
questioned whether an expedition to the Per- 
sian Gulf Wat the readiest mod. of securing ths 
« ifcty of Herat, but it is not to be denied that 
our prestige had eunk greatly at the Court of 
Teheran in consequence of the Crimean cim- 
paiga, and that nothing could restore it hut a 
prompt and energetic repression oT the first 
attempt made by Fersi* to take idrnnnrie of our 
tuppo^edweaknei*. Our real weakness in India 
w* did not then know : and most IWanatoty we 
have only been aroused to it* knowledge after 
we had doted our Persian difficulty. 

The mutiny of the Bengal army is by fir the 
greatest event of 1857. How the storm rote 
and fell, sw«epiog impetuously aver our fairest 
provinces, and carrying death and desolation to 
many an English home, now aiddened at thia 
genial aeaann by menviriea of the lost, fur mi a 
record of the most painful trial ever endured by 
the Englian. nation. Yet sudden and terrible as 
ha* been the calamity, qot triumph and retribu- 
tion have been as speedy. The year 1357 will 
be aaacciated aa well with our proudest 
glories st with our bitterest sham*. Already 
before it* clot*, it witnesaed the beginning of 
our great vengeance. Not long have the Sepoy 
fiend* enjoyed their triumph over women and 
infants. Not in vain have our dying country- 
men at Delhi and Cawnpore invoked 
th. Nemesis of their nation. A few months 
have sufficed to scatter and annihilate the whole 
traitor army nf a hundred thousand men, and 
•ft even th* first soldier of the avenging force 
had arrived from England, the greater part of our 
triumph had been achieved. Henceforth thr 
acenet of our shame and humiliation will be 
famous as th* theatre of our brightest heroism. 
Before lsif will hare closed In India, the »tain 
of blood will haw been wiped, and the foul 
atmoephen of pollution cleared, by the incense 
of the great and good deeda which have been 
there enacted— the deeds of Havelock, of 
Lawn since:, of Ts'icnotsoir, or Balk eld, and 
of Null— brave men and true soldiers, whose 
memories " smell sweet and bluaom in the 
dmt." 

Oor Eaitern troubles have occupied ut to the 
almost entire exclusion of European questions, 
nor ha* there been any event of notable impor- 
tance on the Continent to hreak the torpor in 
which th* nations are held. Ths dispute about 
the principalities threatened, at one time, to 
involve u* io another qutrrel with Ruatii, who 
had sucoasde i in gaining Franca to her tide ; 
but the onion of Moldavia with Wsllachia ones 
resolved upon, Russia has appsarsd even more 
indifferent to it than England. The other 
great powers have remained almost quiescent 
and even lethargic. France hat resigned herself 
to a condition of dull, soulless sen- 
suality, a* ■ refug. finm a despotism which 
leave* BO room to the intellect, but 
tl safe, and itsong, and orderly, and 
altogether good enough for the present. Aus- 
tria is oppressed with the same (lumbar, which 
to Italy, bound and gagged, it as unkindly and 
frightful nightmare. Piedmont alone is awake 
and stirring— a model Stale, which King add 
people have agreed to nuke happy and free. 
Other nations have done or suffered nothing to 
make tb e old year memorable , 

At hots*, wa have had our monetary crisis, 
Induced by the explosion of th* American credit 
bubble, but in tome dtgrc* due to our own im- 
providence and recklessness. To tar* the 
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tt the unusual ill* of 10 peri 
epnt tt the Bank of England 
for some two month*, th. depression ha* by no 
mean, been m general at in former year* of 
p*nm-*_faet which may be taken to indicate an 
advance in the popular commercial intelligence. 
In commercial morality, it is olear that we art 
no belter but rather worse. The Robsoa and 
Kedpath frauds have beta totally eclipsed and 
cast into the .bade by th* deeds of those more 
tianng spirit., Mr. Humphny Brown. Colonel 
Waugh, and Mr. J. E. fttapbes*. Henceforth 
no one will be worthy th* name of a great ronae 
who goes in for lata than a qu^tor-of-a-milUoo, 
and who does not anbactibe to charltisa and 
mitrtoaaiy societies. The art of money getting, 
as developed in torn, of the transactions of the 
t-at yam-, ha. Indeed, ranched » 
sublime a height in our generation 
as to require a combination of th. mut exalted 
genius, and the deepest piety, to make even a 
tolerable rogue, at rogues go. 

The political hi»tory of I85T is nearly a blank 
since that memorable effort of the combined 
atom ■ to c Lord Palmers ton, Secausa Lord 
PaJmerston defended a British offii. r, acting for 
the preservation of British interest- on the other 
side of th* globe. The plot miscarried by its 
own success, ud it* result has been to give ten- 
fold stabdity to the Palmers ton administration, 
which is accepted as ths only administration at 
present potnible. The OHMervetive Opposition 
hat to declined in strength and in character, a* 
to have become only a dead weight 
m th* business of the country. It* 
old chisfs are oted up, or rather 
ta'ked-up, and their young men have adopted 
all of Liberalitm but the nam*. Parliament is a 
mass or polltioej dtbrit— the atoms deprived of 
all cohesivenett, and owning no other law of 
affinity than the necessities oftha Minister or of 
the Opposition leader. 

The year 18A7 haa been rang out amidst the 
brighteit prospect* and the most favourable 
omens. With tneold year has gone out the Indian 
Mutiny— with the new, will begin a new era for 
Indie, henceforth, ia fsct as in name, Britith 
India. Th9 Sepoy* have, in committing suicide, 
slain the East India Company; and for that last 
act of murder, at least, they ire entitled 
to our gratitude, Th* problem could 
only hav* been thus solred, and 
if, in the solution, we have to deplore the 
spilling of much innocent blood, let us congra- 
tulate ourselves that, at any cost, the work has 
been achieved which wilt retain to Englud her 
magnificent appanage of India. At home, the 
year has begun with a relaxation ot the re- 
straints imposed upon our commerce and indus- 
try, and by a rapid resumption of confidence in 
all the branches of national trade. The Bank 
rales have been reduced to 6, and yesterday 
(the 14th of January) to 5 per cent. Tho pri- 
vate discount house*, as usuil, are doing bills 
al one per cent, lower, while the London and 
Westminster Bank his even gens down to 
3 per cent. Everything indicate* that 
ore long there will be a perfect glut of money. 
Already then is a deruind for investment which 
will scarcely he satisfied even with the numcic rs 
Indian projects which the close of th. war will 
bring forti. 

The latest news from India is not quite so 
encouraging as might have h ?cn expected. The 
lota of Oencral Havelock itself is a national 
ctlimity. All England mourns for the Chris- 
tian hero who so nobly upheld bsr osuee in the 
hour of greatest peril, The feeling of eorrow 
a at profound and uaitcr'il st that excited by 
the death of Wolfe, of Nelson, of 
Muore, or of Absrerombie, Amongst all 
tbe heroes whom this Indian mutiny his 
given a world'e renown, the name of Havelock 
will etend for ever futerciott. It was he who 
first stemmed the ti to of revolt, and won back 
victory to our stan-lard ;— it was he who, 
amidst dangers which never before attended 
iny commander, pursued, unshaken, hit despe- 
rate- enterprise lior the relief ef hit eountryroan ; 
who, driven back more than once, persevered 
again and again until he nt length reached lbs 
goal of hi> desire, and fulfilled hie glorious pur- 
p,>.»i. In the accomplishment of hi* duty the 
hero found his ample reward; hut to die btforo 
the tribute of his country 1 * applause could reach 
him ia hard for us, hit countrymen. It it harder 
to reflect that even when the htave man wu then 
cold in dsolh, we were haggling as to the terms 
of his reeompeaie ! 

The defeat ef General Wyndbam by the 
Grw*lior contingent on the 27 th of November, 
though afterwards amply redeemed by the vie- 
torisa nf Bir Colin Campbell and Brigadier 
Grant, ia felt as the meat humiliating disaster 
yet suffered in this wretched war. It is clear 
there must have been tome grot* mismanage- 
ment, for General AVyndham had more 
Km ope an troops under him than ever Havelock 
had at any time ; nor vis the Gwalior contin- 
gent so powerful a force at that which th* latter 
general repeatedly defeated on hi* march to 
Lucknow, Toe unlowird event* nt Cawn. 
pore and the enormous force which 
tbe rebel* hav* now in the field at 
Luckouw will tend to protract the war beyond 
the present cold season, and considerably greater 
reinforcements must be received «re we can 
hope to bring It to a safe and honourable termi- 
nation. Much confidence it fell at home in Sir 
Colin Campbell, the favourite lieutenant of 
Napier, who has proved himself a worthy dis- 
ciple of his great muter ; but then were, up to 
the 10th of December, only 24,000 troops in the 
whole Bengal Residency, which extend* from 
Peshawur to Assui— a farce ludicrously diipra- 
porticnate to the laak which it before it. Of 
the final tucceas of our arms, no one entertains a 
doubt, except the miserable penny journals who 
represent nobody and bare no influence, 

It is cheering to roid or the sympathy which 
is excited in our colonies for our Indian troubles 
and I am glad to find that the sympathy hat 
assumed a practical form in your efforts tu pro 
vide bore** for the Indian army. Our great 
want In ,ndia it cavalry, in default of which Our 
generals are unable to pursue the beaten muti- 
neers. Hone* can be got from no- 
where to wall a* from Austral!*, and 
it would bt well if your squatters, esper illy in 
the Northern District!, ware to occupy them - 
aelvei in breeding for the Indian market, a 
business both profitable and patriotic. 

Parliament meet* again on the 4th February, 
whan the Government measure for India will be 
biougat forward, r hav* reason to believe that 
il will he sufficiently ooeaprehsnilvu to satisfy 
most of our Indian reformers, aad then i* tittle 
doubt of Its being carried, whatever it it. There 
will be t Secretary of Stat* for India, with a 
Board, conaisting partially, if not wholly, of ex- 
perienced Indiana, either retired o Beers, 
of the two services, or commtreiai mem. The

Ttt* advent ot the New Year has brought tu 
" glad tidings of great joy." The ncaan of 
twarthy rebels, which Issued in impotent rage 
around the imperfectly forlified Residency of 
Lucknow, ha* heeu cloven io twain by the vic- 
torious troops of Sir Colin Campbell ; and the 
Britith fisg once more wave* in stern triumph 
over ihe ruined capital of iVlc. We have to 
regret that the second relief of Lucknow hat not 
been accomplished without suverc loss on uur 
tide ; many officers have fallen, ud amongst the 
wounded we find the name of Sir Colin Camp- 
bell. It ia a matter of satisfaction to find that 
justice is the order of the day at Delhi, Twenty- 
four inferior members of th* " Royal Family " 
have been tried by a military commission, and 
executed. Bout other executions of influential 
instigators of the rebellion have alto token place, 
and th* whole proceedings ahow thst the Britith 
authorities out or Calcutta tre duly impressed 
with the «b solute necessity of thoroughly exter- 
minating the mutineers, root and branch. 
That they may hot pant, in the work is the 
wish ud sentiment of tile great majority of the 
people of England, It li not unreasonable to 
nope that the new year will restore peace, and 
that Parliament will have leisure to re-establish 
our Indian Empire on a firm baais. and to place 
our commercial cod* on a better footing. There 
will, of course, be moot points on these subject*, 
but it must be t very antiquated politician who 
would say that they are not ripe for discussion. 
Two bills of great importance that were passed 
last year will come into immediate operation— 
the Divorce Act, and the Wiil and Administra- 
tion Act. The old tiibunil* that had the 
control of these affairs were found to be totally 
inadequate to the usages of the present dsy ; 
and, either for good or evil, the law* of mirrisge 
and tiie bequests of property ire about to under- 
go a material alteration. These will be followed 
by further alterations of the law, so that by 
degrses our old statute* will bear a new race, 
which may be bettor understood than ths 
obliterated features which time hi* bestowed 
on oor old enactments. At my Reform, 
too, is not being l.st Bight of, snd the 
Duks of Cambridge i* rendering hinnelf po- 
pular by the judicious manner in which he is 
wielding hi* power *t the Hone Guards. Hit 
new regulation* as to th* qualifications of staff 
officers have given great satisfaction, merit, with 
one exception where rank prevails, being made 
the tent. With the commencement of the ntw 
year we have alio the cessation of the monetary 
panic, which, although it hat ihipwrecked 
some good firms, ha* *wept awty many rotten 
mercantil* fabrics. Uur gross export* for the 
year 1H37 may be fairly estimated *t 120 mil- 
liona sterling. The most extraordinary features 
in thi* development were the facts thst during 
nearly the whole or the period the money 
market was more or lea: embarrassed ; and that, 
notwithstanding the pressure, mercantile «- 
lsblishments exhibited every symptom ef sta- 
bility. How rudely ths op'nion which that* 
two facts justified wis .shaken, w* need not 
stop to relate- The bright hope* cherished a 
year since art dissipated, and the nation to now 
staggering under the effects of 1 collapse.

The nroaiinence which is given to the 
landing of every cargo of black* in Coba, tum- 
cicntly convey* the idea tbat success is, at the 
most, an exceptional thing. A partial diminu-
